TALLAHASSEE—There is good 
news for the taxpayers 'as the 
Florida Legislature goes through 
its second week of the 1951 ses- 


Governor Fuller Warren asked for 

, no new taxes, and no more appro- 
priations than there is money to 
pay them, the watchword has been 
to “hold the line" at the 1949 level, 
at least. 

The House already has passed a 
bill by Rep. Perry Murray, Polk 
which carries the 1949 appropria- 
tions act on indefinitely if no new 
.act is passed. at this session. He 
was quite frank in telling the 
“House that the purpose was to 
avoid last minute pressure, be- 
causé in other years, the entire 
machinery of state government 
would have stopped at the end of 
the fiscal year July 1 if a new ap- 
propriations act had not „been 
passed. The House vote was 85 to 
0 for the Murray bill, and the feel- 
ing is that by filibuster or other 
means, no new appropriations bili 
will pass this session. 

By the same token, legislative 
views are that no new taxes are 
needed.

To Flood Control 


An existing eight mile canal, ad- 
ditional rights of way and the use 
of a bulldozer, dragline and other 
equipment were offered to the 
Central and Southern Florida 
Flood Control District last week 
by Duda & Sons, large agriculture 
and cattle operators. The offer^was 
made a5 a gesture.of cooperation 
in an attempt to secure a canai 
from the St. Johns to Indian River 
which Duda & Sons pointed out a3 
being important due to more land 
and more :nárshes being diked in 
this area. The canal offered is lo- 
cated between Lake Winder and 
Lake -Poinsett. 

The Governing Board, Saturday, 
authorized district engineers to 
investigate the offer. 

Purchases of emergency equip- 
ment for the district including 
5000 sand bags, 200 tons of steel 
piling and 60 tons H-beam at an 
estimated total cost of $48,000 was 
approved by the Board with the 
stipulation that the materials were 
to be used only for emergencies. 

The district engineering depart- 
ment was instructed to work ‘out 
details for a proposed temporary 
water control structure in L-8 
Canal at a point three and eight 
tenths miles north of Twenty Mile 
Bend in Palm Beach County ‘to 
prevent overdrainage of land in 
this area and to hold up the water 
levels of the canal. Herbert C. Gee, 
consulting engineer of the district, 
told the board that the Corps of 
Engineers had indicated a willing- 
ness to build- the structure if the 
District would purchase the piling. 
When the permanent structure 14 
finally erected, this temporary pi!- 
ing would be salvaged arid return- 
ed to the district.
